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Bertrand Ru ssell, famed Brit­ 
ish p hilosop her and m athem ati­ 
cian, has again come forward 
with his ex treme p acifist p ro­ 
gram for the solu tion of Eu rop e’s 
ills. 
In brief, he u rges that Britain 
d isarm, 
and 
then 
“if 
Hitler 
marched his troop s into this 
cou ntry , when we were u nd e­ 
fend ed , they shou ld be welcomed 
lik e tou rists and greeted in a 
friend ly way .1’ 
Ru ssell claims tha t su ch tac­ 
tics wou ld “tak e the starch” ou t 
of any inv ad ing army , red u cing 
militarism to a simp le absu rd ity . 
The theory sou nd s attractiv e. 
Bu t the trou ble is it ru ns cou nter 
to hu m an natu re. 
No self-re­ 
sp ecting p eop le wou ld allow their 
homes and commu nities to be ov ­ 
erru n by foreign forces withou t 
offering some k ind of ind ignant 
resistance. 
Howev er, it is a good thing to 
hav e men lik e Ru ssell p rop ose 
honest and thorou ghgoing ad op ­ 
tion of d isarm am ent as the only 
real road to p eace. The im p racti­ 
cability of the id ea for immed i­ 
ate ap p lication d oes not m ini­ 
mize the p otency as a means of 
calling attention to the inev ita­ 
ble connection between arms and 
war.

Instead of 
the su n hav ing thou sand s of mil­ 
lions of y ears more to liv e, it may 
only hav e hu nd red s of millions 
of y ears of heat to rad iate.

This p lanet may be as cold 
as the d ark sid e of the moon on­ 
ly a few hu nd red s of millions of 
y ears hence. One shiv ers at the 
thou ght of the p rox imity of the 
cold fate of the earth child ren.

at the Bank ers Association for 
Foreign Trad e. 
“Economic nationalism mu st be 
resisted ,” said Say re. “Trad e bar­ 
riers m u st be red u ced ; d iscrim­ 
inatory p ractices mu st cease.” 
Prefacing a d iscu ssion of the 
American Trad e agreements p ro­ 
gram, the 
assistant secretary 
said : 
“No p eace machinery , howev er 
p erfectly d ev ised , can op erate 
with 
su ccess 
among 
nations 
which are economically at war. 
Hostile commercial p olicies mak e 
retaliation inev itable and thu s 
sow the seed of resentm ent and 
ill-will. The economic isolation 
which they engend er inev itably 
creates 
u nemp loy ment, 
falling 
liv ing stand ard s, and wid esp read 
economic u nrest. Economic p ov ­ 
erty and 
d istress 
are 
fertile 
breed ing grou nd s for national 
p olicies of aggression. If we 
wou ld hav e p eace we mu st cu lti­ 
v ate the soil for it throu gh the 
p u rsu it 
of 
economic 
p olicies 
which mak e for friend liness and 
higher stand ard s of liv ing.” 
Say re said the United States 
for nearly three y ears has been 
following a p rogram inv olv ing 
the negotiation of trad e agree­ 
ments “based u p on the recip rocal 
and mu tu ally ad v antageou s re­ 
d u ction of trad e barriers and u p ­ 
on the firm p rincip le that neither 
p arty shall henceforth d iscrim­ 
inate against the other’s trad e.” 
“Six teen su ch agreements,” he 
continu ed , “hav e alread y been 
conclu d ed with cou ntries whose 
trad e with u s cov ers more than 
one-third of ou r total foreign 
commerce. Ou r effort to ex tend 
the list of these trad e-rev iv ing 
and 
trad e-norm alizing 
agree­ 
ments continu es u nabated . The 
recent renewal of the p resid ent’s 
au thority 
to 
negotiate 
trad e 
agreements, ap p rov ed by ov er­ 
whelming 
majorities 
in 
both 
hou ses of congress, 
fu rnishes 
amp le p roof that the work which 
is being d one in this d irection 
has wid esp read su p p ort in ou r 
nation.” 
In conclu sion, Say re observ ed 
that “there are many significant 
ind ications in the field of Inter­ 
national Commercial Relations 
of a growing trend toward ac­ 
tiv ities which are liberalizing 
and constru ctiv e, rather than re- 
trictiv e and d estru ctiv e.”

Baldwin was making one of 
his last im portant appearances 
as chairm an of the conference, 
an office in which he was ex pect­ 
ed to be succeeded shortly, when 
he retires from premiership, by j 
Chancellor of the Ex chequer Ne­ 
ville Chamberlain.
